He is known to be 
a revolutionist in Chinese politics, 
and is said to be the right-hand man 
of Dr. Sun Yat Sen. the Chinese revo- 
lutionary, who has been exiled from 
his native lard for years, with a price 
of $50.000 on his head. because of his 
activities against the present dy- 
nasty. 

Chong ts something of a reformer, 
according to the local police, and at 
one time engaged in a crusade against 
gambling in the Chinese quarter, 
which resulted tn a bloody tong war 
and the indictment of twelve tong 
presidents on charges of murder.

(\HOOSE ARCADIA 
FOR AIR TRIPS. 


AEROPLANES AND DIRIGIBLES TO 
MANEUVER THERE. 


Spherical Balloons Will Ascend 
from Open Grounds in City—Plan 
for Installing Between a Thousand 
and Two Thousand Goxes About 
Track Is Approved, 


Arcadia was definitely settled on yes- 
terday afternoon as the place for hold- 
ing the aéroplane events during avia- 
tion week. The dirigible airsitips will 
also be maneuvered there, but the 
spherical balloons will ascend from 
open grounds within the city limits 
The aviation Executive Committee ac- 
cepted the tender of the grounds made 
by the Los Angeles Racing Associa- 
tion, 

The commitéee degided to begin the 
programme of filghte each day at 1 
o'clock, in order to have them finished 
before dark. The balloons will go up in 
the morning. Specia) efforts will be 
made to attract the crows Into the 
city for the evenings as a ness 
proposition, and band concerts in Cen- 
tral Park and at other points will be 
a feature. 

The committee is considering plans 
for the illumination of Central Park. 

If the aéroplane and dirigible of 
the army Signal Corps can be secured, 
the committee will pay the expenses 
to bring them here, and for 
their exhibition. Perry W. Weidner 
was authorized to send the following 
telegram to Senator Flint to inittate 
the interest of the War Department: 

“Los Angeles holding aviation meet 
January 10 to 20, wants, army aéro- 
plane, dirigible and balloons. Willing 
to defray actual expenses, Endeavor 
to secure for us army machines and 
army aviators. Wire answer.” 

The committee believes the War De- 
partment will consider the idea favor- 
ably, as it will allow further experi- 
mental flights, which are now impossi- 
ble at the College Park grounds be- 
cause of lack of money and owing to 
the winter weather. 

As an advertising feature, Secretary 
Zeehandelaar was authorized to have 
printed 200,000 envelope stickers with 
an aviation week design. They will be 
used by business'men and sent to ap- 
plicants throughout Southern Califor- 
nia. A form of certifica was ap- 
proved, which will be issued to every 
contributor to the aviation week fund, 
guaranteeing him a pro *rata return 
of any profits. The guarantee wil! be 
made by the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 

Secretary Zeehandelaar reported to 
the committee that arrangements are 
being made to carry out details of 
the campaign for funds, and the com- 
mittee will pass on a number of these 
details at a meeting Saturday after- 
noon. The special Committee on Sites, 
consisting of F. J. Zeehandelaar, Dick 
Ferris and M. C. Neuner, visited the 
Arcadia grounds yesterday, and re- 


garding arrangements for policing, 
handling the crowds, and similar fea- 
tures. A plan for installing boxes 
around the track, which will give 1000 
to 2000 boxes, was approved. The 
boxes will be sold for the entire ten 
days of the a~'ation events.

Dr. Cook's raport, he said, 
contained between 2,000 and 30,00) 
words. 
“I don’t think the general public -in- 
derstands the work we have been do- 
ing,” continued Mr. Lonsdale. “It has 
been said that we were ‘preparing th- 
records.’ Such a statement is tnaccu- 
rate. The original records go to the 
university just as they were made by 
Dr. Cook in the Arctic regions. What 
we have been preparing is the report 
to accompany them.” 

Mr. Lonsdale said he expected to 
rea@ch Copenhagen December 7 and

MEEKER TELLS OF LONG TRIP BY 
OX TEAM. 


Addresses Native Sons and Daugh- 
ters to Interest Them in Support- 
ing Bill in Congress to Perpetuate 
Olid Oregon Trail by Building Na- 
tional Highway—Reminiscences. 


Ezra Meeker of Puyallup, Wash., 
who has gained considerable notoriety 
within the last five or six years in 
creatine interest in the perpetuation of 
what is known as the “Oregon Trail,” 


trail, which he had traversed fifiy-four 
before, to Onio, 
the same team further East, visiting 
Washington and’ several other large 
cities, addressed an audience number- 
ing about 100 Native Sdéns and Daugh- 
ters at Native Sons’ Hall last evening. 

Meeker’s dream, as explained in his 
talk, is to persuade Congress to per- 
ptuate the old route by building in| 
n 
his trip back over the trail he erected 
many monuments along the way, re- 
ceiving in nearly very, instance cor- 
tributions from thousands of school 
children for that purpose. The erecting 
and dedicating of the monuments, in 
many instances, were accompaniedtby 


elaborate exercises, addr by old 
»ioneers, Governors of States and oth- 
er public men. In his address last 


night Mr. Meeker said that he trav- 
eled by ox team and in the old-style 
wagon for the purpose of interesting 
the people in the matter so close to 
his heart. He wanted to attract at- 
tention. He told about his travels by 
ox “eam and wagon and of what he 
was trying to accomplish. He gave an 
interesting history of the old days, 
when the trail was the only route to 
the Pacific Coast, and he related inci- 
dents of pioneer days along the tratil. 
Peter Surnett, California’s Gover- 
nor, he said, traveled over _ trail 
in the early days 

Mr. Meeker spoke of the eciunadi 
movement of 1846 and. the later im- 
migration of the “forty- -niners” to this 
State. Both of these movements fol- 
jowed the Oregon trail for more than a 
thougand miles, until they reached 
BeartRiver, near Fort Hall. He told 
about his trip over the old trail, his 
visit to Washington, and, speaking 
about the hearing given him by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, he said: 

“Prom the nature of his searching 
questions he seemed determined to get 
to the Bottom facts and at once rec- 
ommended that an appropriation should 
-bhe made by Congress to thoroughiy 
mark the trail. A bill was introduced 
appropriating $59,000, passed the ordeal 
of the committee and was favorably 
reported, but could not be reached dur- 
ing the remaining short session of Con- 
gress, and, like all other bills on the 
calendar, died with the end of the ses- 
sion. The effort is to be renewed upon 
the opening of the next session of 
Congress, now so near at hand. 

“This brings me to the purpose of 
my trip to California. We want the 
active moral support of this great 
Staté when the critical time comes to 
aid in passing this bill, and we know 
to get this we must have public senti- 
ment behind your Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. 

“Will you. Native Sons and Daugh- 

ters of California, set the pace and 
lead on to victory? What more fitting 
class could undertake this great work. 
Many of your forebears suffered in 
that great army. Many of your kins- 
folk lie in the unmarked graves of 
the plains. We mav not recover the 
identity of these but we can perpetu- 
ate the memory of their pablo rest 
and save the old tral! from falling into 
oblivion.” 
Several musical relections, vocal and 
instrumental, were rendered during the 
evening, and, after the lecture, in- 
forma] dancing was indulged in until 
a late hour.

|Man Who Dodged Officers 


Arrested Here.

Wanted in Fresno on Charge |. 


‘of Embezzlement. 


Proceeds of Carload of Mules 
Involved, 


most every State in the Union, 8. A. 
Jefferson, wanted in Fresno on a 
charge of -having embezzled a carload 
of mules, was arreste(l in this city 
late yesterday afternoon by Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Wright. | 

Jefferson about 50 years of age. 
He looked tired and careworn as he 
dropped on a bench in the County 
Jail and heard the key grate in the 
lock behind him. He had had a hard 
time of it. One year of trying to keep 
| away from officers had aged him un- 
til even his most intimate friends did 
not recognize him. 

Home, family, business and all his 
acquaintances had been sacrificed be- 
cause of the alleged embezzlement that 
sent him out.into the world a. wan- 
derer, a fearing, shy creature, afraid 
of every man he met, afraid to appear 
in public, afraid to go to bed at night, 
listening and waiting for the knock at 
the door that would mean the end. 

Jefferson actually grew afraid to turn 
street corners, according to!his story. 
He did not ‘know at what moment the 
muzzie of a gun would pressed 
against his breast and the sharp order 
of “Hands up” ring in his ears. 

If he saw, people with whom he had 
once been friendly, he dodged them. 
It ‘meant jail if they saw him. He 
dared make no friends, dared not ap- 
pear in daylight except when abso- 
lutely necessary. Every man who hap- 
pened to walk in behind him seemed 
like an officer trailing him. 

As a result of this constant fear, Jef- 
ferson kept going as if pursued by a 
legion of demons. He sold the carload 
of mules for $2300, one year ago. Yes- 
terday when he was arrested he didn't 
have a cent in his pocket. He was 
“broke.” He told Sheriff Hammel that 
he had been “hard up” for many 
weeks. Then he dropped wearily for- 
ward to the table in front of him and 
said: “Take me back. Don’t wait for 
warrants or anything. I will go as 
soon asthe officer arrives for me. 
Anything is better than this year of 
waiting and fear.” 

The prisoner was locked up in a ceil, 
He refused to gee any one or talk to 
any one. He was weary, weary of 
life and its sorrows, He was thinking 
of Thanksgiving Day, of those days 
that had gone before, when he had 
been with his wife and children, and of 
today, when the news of his arrest and 
the charge against him will reach 
them, 

The deal which caused the arrest of 
Jefferson took place while he was in 
partnership with H. A. Schmitz of 
Fresno, Schmitd told Jefferson to take 
a Carload of mules from Kern county 
to San Franciseo and sell them there. 
Jefferson reached San Francisco in 
safety. The mules had cost $3000. Jef- 
ferson sold them for $2300 and then 
disappeared.

Lemon Growers Who Are Protesting 
increased Freight Rates File It in 
Federal Court. 

The lemon growers who are protest- 
ing against the proposed increase in the 
freight rate on lemons, have filed a 
bond for $250,000 in the United States 
\.rcuit Court, to insure the ratiroads 
against loss if the Interstate “om. 
merce Commission decides in their fa- 
vor. By virtue of a restraining or- 
der, issued by Judge Morrow of the 
Circuit Court, the Southern Pacific, 
Santa Fé and Salt Lake railroads are 
enjoined from putting into effect the 
raise from §1 to $1.15 a box, freight 
charges from the Coast to yoints Kast 

of the Mississippi. 

The National Surety Company which 
furnished the large bond will be pro- 
tected from possible loss by the Citrus 
Protective League. The growers will 
furnish the league with weekly reports, 
showing the amount of fruit shipped, 
and as returns are received, 15 cents a 
dbundred pounds will be deposited with 
the league and the sum thus collected 
will be placed in the bank. 


money thus collected will be returned 
to the growers. If the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission upholds the pro- 
posed rate, the money will be turned 
over to the roads.

James Creelman has spent several months in 
Turkey writing qa series of articles for Pearson’s 
Magazine regarding the position of Ghristians in 
the Ottoman empire, the hideous massacres in Ar- 
the reform government at Constanti- 
nopie. He has shown the most shocking conditions 
that the human mind is capable of imagining—and 
this state of affairs is due entirely to the cowardly 
attitude of Christian Europe, with its quarreling 
kingdoms and principalities that allow this awful 
mistule and crime to go on without check for fear 
that if they intervene in the interests of common 


| humanity one nation may gain some advantage over 


the others. 
Mr, Creeiman’s writings contain a scathing ar- 


| Yeignment of thé German policy of recent years. He 


tells how Kaiser Wilheim visited Turkey and made 
a shameful spectacle of himself in his disgusting 
expressiébns of affection for the ; monster, Abdul 
Hamid, now dethrorcd, and laid a wreath on the 
tomb of the famous Sultan who drove the Cru- 
saders out of the Holy Land. It seems almost un- 
believable. The tales of the terrible murders in 
Armenia make one’s biood run cold. It is with just 
pride, however, that we read of the’ noble part 
played by the American missionaries, from which 
the rmenians- have gained such ideas of the 
United States’ greatness and getierosity that they 
are daily looking for relief from this country. Mr. 
Creelman strongly advdcates American intervention. 
If this could be done in some way Avithout armed 
force and without endangering our traditional pol- 
icy of non-interference in European affairs, well 
and good; but it wuuld be a dangerous move. It is 
Europe's piace to act, and the blood of the mur- 
dered Armenians is upen the heads of its guilty 
‘ruiers.

| deals with the Holy Land and draws a sad, harrow- 


ing picture of the disgraceful brawls of Christians 
in the sacred places where Christ lived, suffered 
end died.

Mr. Creelman says he visited the patriarchs of 
each church, told them of the horrors he had seen 
in Armenia. From the oriental—Greek and Arme- 
nian—leaders he drew no expression of more than 
polite curiosity, no Word of pity for the. victims, no 
mdignation againet the murderers. When he _re- 
ferred to the disgraces at the holy sepulcher, they 
answered with cold, polite indifference that it was 
unfortunate, but they “must maintain their rights.” 
The Catholic patriarch and his Franeiscan monks 
are European missionaries, not oricntals, and their 
conduct was markedly different. 
-, It would have been well had Mr. Creelman gone 
a little more deeply into the causes of these scan- 
cals in the Holy Land. They are gross violations ot 
all Christian precepts, contrary to both their spirit 
and Jetter. Ar all the Christians to blame? Or is 
the aggression on the part of one or two or all the 
sects? True, the trouble has been going on so many 
centuries, more or less, that it may be hard to get 
to the very bottom of it. Mr. Creelman ignores all 
this entirely, except what may be inferred from his 
account of his reception by the patriarchs and 
clergy of the several churches, their conduct and 
appearance. 

From other sources it is learned, however, that 
the sultan has. jong been the virtual head of the 
Armenian church and the Gteek church in his do- 
mains. The appointment of their high ecclesiastics 
has been subject to his approval. Now we can weli 
imagine the character of the Christian clergymah 
who would be likely to receive the approval of 
Abdul the Damned. If he appointed the inhuman 
clerits whem Mr. Creelman describes, enough said. 
tn his other articles the magazine writer tells us 
how Abdul and his predecessors have held power 
by playing one race against another at home and 
ofe nation against another abroad. What is more 
likely than that they would deliberately instigate quar-_ 
rels among Christians for the same purpose, which 
would be certain also to keep back the sympathy of 
the civilized world from their unhappy followers, 
whom the Mohammedans were thus enabled to mur- 
der at pleasure with impunity? Mr. Creelman 


charges boldly, as others have done before, that 


,Abdul Hamid personally instigated the Armenian 
massacres. What, then, is more probable than that he 
has had something to do with the quarrels of Chris- 
tians at the holy sepulcher? 

There’ seems little evidence that any great body 
from any of the churches has taken an extensive 
patt in these fights. If the Sultan appointed the 
clerical Jeaders it seems more likely than not that 
he would choose willing instruments to do his work 
and they would surround themselves and the places 
in their care with clerics of their own stripe, care- 
fully selected. The accounts all speak of the rows 
as being between the foreign clerics stationed at the 
various shrines, little being said of the laity’s part 
in them. ae 


E YE THANKFUL. 

A, careful student of human history cannot 
make the mistake of cultivating a pessimistic view 
of life as we approach the last year of the first 
decadé of the twentieth century. Indeed, there are 
two elassés of people who must realize, if they are 
at all: reasonable, that the American of this year 
has more feason to be thankful for his life and its 
blessings than have the people of any other country on 
the face of the globe or the people of any other 


elers and readers of history. | 

He who has been in other lands knows that the 
American citizen is better paid for whatever serv- 
fees he renders to humanity than his brother in any 
other land on the globe. He knows the American 
lives in a better house, more comfortably furnished 
and better heated; that his table is supplied with a 
greater variety and a greater amount of better food 
than are the tables of any other people; that he 
buys more clothes, and better in quality, than do 
his fellow human beings elsewhere. There is ab- 
solutely no ground of fact on which to dispute these 
statements, and every observing person who has 
ever visited foreign Jands and taken more than the 
most cursory view of things will bear testimony to 
the truth of every statement made. 

The student knows bettér even than the traveler 
how many reasons we of today have to be thankful 
that we live now. Let us look into the conditions 
of life in England 300 years ago, when the Amer- 
ican colonies were just struggling for a firm foot- 
hold among the wild’ of a newly discovered world.

| could compare the care,\attention and skill that 
minister to the restoring of his health with what 
could be had by the wealthiest persons in the king- 
dom of England 300 years ago. The doctor’s know!- 
edge of human physiology and anatomy, his capac- 
ity to diagnose the diseases that flesh is heir to and 
his skill in prescribing specifics to relieve pain and 
to banish disease are not hundreds but thousands 
of per cent. greater than were known in those for- 
mer times. The result is that during each succes- 
sive generation in the last 300 years at least the 
average life of the human rate has been steadi!y 


growing longer. 
Wherever we turn we find the same great ameli- 


eration in the conditions that surround the iife of 
the average human being. As it has been in the 
comforts of lodging and food, of clothing and min- 
istering to the sick, so it is in legal matters. Going 
back a little farther than we have gone béfore, in 
-the reign of Henry VIII there were 72,000 persons 
executed under sanction of the law in the kingdom 
of England. Many of the offenses for which these 
wretches Jost their lives would be punishable today by 
a probationary sentence. There were dozens‘ of 
breaches of the law in the reign of Henry VIII 
punishable by death which today would scarcely 
constitute more than a misdemeanor. The facility 
within the reach of the poor man to defend him- 
self, the difficulties of legal procedure to prove him 
guilty, were not known in the days we are speaking 
of. It was hardly justice that characterized the 
courts of those days, but rather a course of sum- 
mary vengeance. For a great man to charge a 


plain man with crime was almost tantamount to 
conviction. Torture was resorted to freely in order 
to wrench confessions from those charged with 


guilt, and these confessions were often the result 
of delirium or despair and did not state truth.
